Bardwell 
Jr. said federal authorities continued to 
examine evidence on two other suspects 
in the slaying.

At a press conference Thursday, 
Bardwell said federal authorities here

”My impression was that be found it 
too restrictive on his movements and 
life style,” Bardwell said. ”He had to 
maintain a low profile and change his 
working habits, and I don’t think be was 
willing to do ^t.'^' 

Bardwell said officials became more 
alarin^ about Seal’s safety when It was 
learned that reputed Colombian cocaine 
trafficker Jorge Ochoa would be 
extradited from Spain to the United 
States to face indictments on drug 
charges here. 

Ochoa, described by law enforcement 
officials as one of the key men behind. 
Colombia’s most powerful cpcaine ring, 
is in prison in Spain awaiting 
extradition to the United State and 
Colombia on separate charges. He is 
accused of shipping large quantities of 
cocaine from Bolivia and Colombia and 
running cocaihe>proces8ing 

laboratories in Nicaragua. 

Seal was an important witness in that 
case and “at that time the likelihood of 
his being in danger heightened,” 
Bardwell said. 


'The efforts on our part, I think, 
heightened the day of and (the day) 
preceding the hearing,” Bardwell said.

Federal authorities believe that Miguel Velez was one of 
two gunmen at the scene of the machine-gun slaying of Adler 
“Barry" Seal, testimony at Velez’s detention hearing 
indicates. 

FBI Special Agent JerTy L. Phipps testified Monday before 
U.S. Magistrate John R. Counties HI in Jackson, Miss, that 
eyewitnesses to the sbootmg provided a description of one of 
the gunmen that matched Velez’s appearance later that 
evening 

Phipps testified also that Velez’s fingerprints matched 
fingerprints found in two cars identified as the getaway 
vehicles. And Velez had a key to one of the cars when he was 
arrested, Phipps said. 

‘ Asked if any of the five other suspects in the case had 
implicated Velez in the murder, Phipps' squirmed 
uncomfortably in his seat for a few seconds. 

When neither Phipps nor either attorney spoke, Countiss 
asked Phipps, “Are you squirming because that is part of an 
ongomg investigation^’’ ' 

Phipps hestitated, then said, yes. 

Countiss turned next to Assistant U.S. Attorney Nick 
Phillips and told him when his witness begins squirming on the 
witness stand that should be his signal to object to the 
question. 

Countiss permitted Phillips’ objection and Phipps did not 
say whether or not any of the others had Implicated Velez.
